PLo2d, bauing often confidered with my ſel, that 
our ter Griana is of peares and diſcretion able fw3 8 
Puſband, J am the mozedeſtrous to (@ her honourably boo 
Kowed. And fo2 that the young P zince Tariſius hath berue 
trained vp in your Court, and (which J litle thouhgt) io 
god-will appeareth to betw&@ne them: 3 ould thinks 
it not ami to vuite them in Parriage together; loz horde 
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lie chall we finds (in mine opinion) a Lo2d of greater blood 
and birth then he, being heyꝛs appatant to the Crowne and 
kingdome of Hungaria: beſides, they hauing bens ſo long 
time conuerſant together in their young veares, willenter⸗ 
taine a moꝛe ſpeciall regard of loue bet weene them, then tan 
bee in any other that may moue the question to her. Ma⸗ 
dam(anſwered the Empetout) thee is your Child, and J 
doe not thinie but you would her good: therefoze J likethe 
motion well, fo that indæde J eſteeme ſo well of Tariſius, 
as ot mine owne Sonne, and Ence we haue ſo happily fal- 
len into their difconrfes, we will fozthwith certifie the King 
bis Father by our Ambatſadours, that we map vnderſtano 
his opinion herein. The Empꝛeſſe gratifled her Lo2d with 
very bearty thankes, bieing not a little glad ſhe bad ſo well 
pꝛeuailed, wherefoze immediately ſhee aduertiſed Tariſius. 
But foz Griana, her affection was elſe where,fo2 ſhe bate a 
certaine ſecret god liking to Florendos, ſo ſoone as ſhee be- 
held him, hearing ſo great repo2t of bis knightly bountie 
and pꝛo weſſe,fo that behelding them together, and they: 
eres delinering the god conceit of each other, one might 
eaſily iudge, that Loue had ſo mightyly maſtered her 


- theughts, as if he conſented, fheehad fet downeher reit 


koz her choyſe, and hee on the other fide was dzawne into 
the ſame compaſe,nostwithandingeach of them (fo2 the 
time) concealed what they rather defired ſhould bee knowng 
betwene them. Vet this hidden fire ſttoue to gaine place 
of iſſue: ſoʒ diuers times the Pꝛinteſſe Griana being amũgit᷑ 
her KTadies, talking of ſuch Knights as would ſhew thems 
ſelves at the Tournamet, the Pꝛince Florendos was como 
monly fir ſpoken of, and ſo highly would the Ladies com- 
mend him beyond all the other, as Griana could not re- 
fraine from changing colour, ſo that the alteration he founy 
in her ſpirit might be euidently percepued, howbeit none 
of the Ladis as then noted it: and thus thee continued till

During t hin 
hote Tumult, Frenato (eing troubles intreaũug moꝛe an 
mo2e, followed the matter with ſuch-diligenes;, as her gote 
Florendos out of the thzeng,andthedarknesof the Kight- 
was ſuch-, as they eaſtiy compaſſed to get outof the Cittis, 
where their Pages ſtayed with their Bozſes; Whereon they 
mounted, t ſet on away. But the Pzince fHlorendos would 
manp times haue returned backe againe, ſo oath was he te 
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leaus hor whom his loned (0 darelpstos being oat of al hops 
to ſ her againe, bet eſteemed his life of no value 83 account.

NY made her friend, ce n in Cons 
lace where might argne on 
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hervefires, whereſoze without any longer ffay, ſhee thus 
began with her. Hy choſen friend, J would make knowne 
one thing vnto thee, which death can compell me diſcouer to 
no ether, where loꝛe thou muſt haue care to kepe ſecretmy 
ſperches, in reſpea al my calling, not doubfing but in time 
ta recom pente anꝑ paine thou takeſt faꝛ me. Faire Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe, ſaid Brionc lla, in that youdo me ſuch honour, as to im⸗ 
part your thoughts to mee, rather will J die then fayle one 
tot of your commaundement, and theceo:e allure pour 
ſelfe, that what you declare ſhall neuer be diſcouered. Then 
Polinarda teuealed to her the loue ſhee bare palmerin, what 
paſſiens had toꝛmented her, and in what ertrenutie her de⸗ 
ſires hadde d2iuen her: and therefoze werte friend ( quoth 
ſhee with a deepe ſigh) find thou the meane that J may pꝛi⸗ 
uatiy talke with him. brione lla adiniting the earneſt loue 
of the ꝛinteſſe, knew not readily what to anſwere, but 
ſeing that by this meanes ſhe. might moꝛe eaſily conferre 
with Ptolome, whame ſhee kkewiſe intirciy loued, thus 
ſpake. It is no wonder Madame, vou beeing fo incompara⸗ 
ble, as know no Pancelunng of whom vou ars not woz- 
thie, ifxou haue reſolued pour lcue on noble palmerih, in 


that there is no knight in the wozld better deſerves you, 


his rare chiualrie beeing ſuch, as it cannot otherwiſe be, 
but that hee is deltended of royall linage , beeing accom pli⸗ 
ſhed with ſo many ſpeciall perfections. Therefoꝛe Pavaine, 
fo like vou, I haue deuiſed well fo2 your purpoſe, as thus. 
Yeu know my chamber window ſtands ſo commodious, 

as vou map with ſafety confer with him at pleaſure, which 
you may let him underſtand by his Dwarfe , and appoynt 
him time as vou ſhall thinke conuenient. This counſel did 
not a little content the pꝛinteſſe, becauſe ſhe longed to that 
with her louer, and therefoze concluded at his departure to 


appoint Palmerin his itime. New was the Chamber ol 


Brionella ioyning ta the Cittie wall, and had a goodly pꝛo⸗ 
ſped into the fields, and Palmerins lodging was nere vn-

— Ibeholding oh]; faid Palmerin, foꝛthis high fauour, 


which elſe were mycgeath if J ſhould be denied! Upon this 


hee called Ptolome, to whom hee imparted euery cinctm⸗ 
tante, which Prolome reputed foꝝ his great auaile: this 
offering the meane foꝛ hin to viſit Brionella, and therefoze 
they concluded to gor together the night enſuing , to the 
place appointed los this lauiug encounter. The houre of 
reſt being come, and euer one in their Chambers as belt 
beſcemed, Palmerin, Prolome andthe L warfe, remayned 
together, and ſeeing the time readie to countenance their 
enterpꝛiſe, toke each of them a rich Mantle, and with 
their S woꝛds vnder their armes, wont out at a windowe 
vppon the walles : and albeit the paſſage was ſome what 
dangerous, vet loue had ſo encouraged them, as without 
regard of danger oꝛ fo2tune , they came to the winde we 
which the Dwarfehadſhewed them, not ſeene by any. Po- 
linarda who-was melt attentiue, hearing the trampling of 
theirfete, ſaide to Brionella. Is not this Palwerin? S0 
opening the Caſements, ſhee ſew Palm erin and Prolome 
attending like diligent Servants. If then both parties 
were pleaſed, it is not to be doubted, nothing in the woꝛld 
moꝛe contenting them then the ſight of eech other. And 
truely Palmerin and the Pzinceſie had great reaſen , foz 
beide that their fatall dellenie did ſo pꝛeucke thei ; their 
eg uall natures were ſo tommendable andcozreſpondent, as 
thouch they hav neuer ſeene, pet were they boꝛne to loue- 
toget er.

I doubt 
not Sir palmerin, but that the loue you beare me is exceeding 
great, noting vour earneſt Aﬀections , and the great trauell

thallbeLozd of me. UWhtchvery wozds,ſo rauiſhed his ſen⸗ 
ces, as very hardly hee could ſuſtaine himſelfe: Mherevpon 
Polinarda putfw2th hex hand out. at the window, which hee 
inoftenkifing well marking, beheldethe Characer{thereon 
as you haue hc arde befoꝛe. Ah (wirt Madame, ( quoth he) 
this is the token that makes mee the happyeſt man this dax 
lining, As how Jp2ayyou(ſaidſhe?) what kno lu you here⸗ 
ole Then Palmerin diſcourſed all his D2eames and viſions, 
and b2iefly raune th2ough repetition of his whole life, how 
the wiſe Adrian hadſenthim the Shielde ol Sable, where- 
in 
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in was figured a Hand faſt cloſed tagether, ſigniſping the 
lame hand J holde at this pꝛeient, becauſe this bath the ſame 
marke the ather had in figure, In truth (ſaid the Pꝛinteſle) 
I was deſirous to know the meaning olthat Shield, wher- - 

in J ſaw a S iluer hand cloted; which vou bare the irt day ol 

the Tournament, being now a little gladde in that you haue 

ſo ſafiſfied mee. After wardes Palmerin madeknowne vnto 

her, the marke himſelle had on his fare, which agreed with 2 
hers in perfect likelyhwd.

The like louing kindeſalutations paſſed be⸗ 

twerne tolome and Brionella, at an other Caſement of the 
Uindowe,with ſolenne Uowes and Pꝛoteſtations; neuer | 
fo faile each other in theyꝛ loue, and this to be the fifielt place .

eee the moꝛe to hondur his u nights and 
noble Gentlemen abiding in his Realme, determined to kerp 
open Court fo2 allcommors, as none of his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs e- 
uer did the like beloꝛe him, and therefoze ſent abꝛoade his 
Heralds, Gentlemen ol hie E ſcuiuie, and others, to ſummon 
his L ams and Barrons of France thaton a day appointed, 
they would all meete at the Court 
And becauſe none ſhould — what hee intended, 
her requeſted that all Gentlemen pꝛotening Armes, at the 
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heade and chiefelt Cittie of the whole Kingdome.. The 
Nuene likewiſe aduertized allLadyes and-Genflewomene 
at whoſecommaund euery one obeped, ſo that in fewe vayee, 
the Court was well furniſhed withLo2ds and Ladyes :no- 
thing nowe intended, but delights and Courtiy Paſtimes, 
which made the Duke of Bargundie likewiſe repaire thi- 
ther. Now was the Duke aged, a man of godpzouidence, 
and a tryed Knight, hauing matched in Marriage with the 
King of Denmarkes S iſter, a poung beautifull adie, and of 
vertuous education: the Dune hoping to haue iſſue by her, 
becauſe by his firſt Wifeheconldnothaueany, The King 
aduertized ofthe Dukes comming, tommaunded his Sonne 
Lewes with an honozable traine to go entertainehim,which 
he did, ſo that many ſolemnerenerences paſſedbetweenethe 
Duke and him, as alſeito theDucheſſe, whome as he welco- 
med with many ſalutations, ſo did he earneſtiy contemplate , 
her excellent Beautie, reputing her farre fairer then the l. v⸗ 
reſt, and on a ſudden became amoꝛous of her: Such a vio⸗ 
lent bꝛeach made I oue into his heart at the verꝑ firſt ſight of 
her.

Peinre Lewes being thus alone 
by himſelſe (Loue)not a little triumphing ol his new pꝛexe, 
toꝛmented his thoughts with ſo many conceyfes, as all the 
nightheſpent in ſighs and doloꝛous laments;,his minde ſtill 
trauelling by what meanes hee might compalſehls intent. 
Sometimes, he thought it vnpoſſible in reſpec of the Duke, 
then againe as eaſe, becauſe of his Age, atonttacie tw yzke» 
ſome in his eyes, fo2 the ſivette flouriſhing vouth of the Du⸗ 
chege : All which imaginations wꝛought fo diuerſip in him, 
as his ſpirite foꝛſaking counſell and reaſon, made him bꝛeake 
foꝛth into theſe ercleaimes. Ah Heauens, haue vou fozmey 
Beauty with ſuch Exrellencie, as to cauſe mee endure a toꝛ⸗ 
ment ae moztall ; An mine Eves, to lauiſh were 
you 
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vou in beholding her, who cannot chuſe but vtterly dildaine 
thie, thou halt an acquaintance with her, and therefoꝛe let thy 
death chai thy botonefCe. Pet mapſt thou be deeeyued in 
thine owne opunon-iwitth-man : perhaps in offering her thy 
ſeruice ſhe may chaunce to acceptit,fo; the Duke is clde,and 
likely td dye: how happy were it foꝛ ther to be his Executoꝛ, 
foꝛ his Lady: Diſpaire not then man, ſoꝛ things thought im⸗ 
poſſible are eaſieſt oftentimes in perfozmance. In thele and 
ſuch like tearmes he pent the night, and ſeeing the faire moꝛ⸗ 
ning ſalute him at his Chamber winde lw, he aroſe, intending 
that day to bewꝛax his paſſions to the Ducheiſe: and knows 
ing that the Duke would goe viſite the Queene,accempani- 
ed with many knights, he came to bidde him god moꝛrowe + 
Mhich the Duke faxing very kindly,requited him with mas 


np thanks, ignoꝛant that foꝛ the faire Ulife, he was ſo cour⸗ 
, feousto theolveÞulband. 


The Duke hauing taken his way to the Quckne, Lewes 
kept companꝝ with the Duchelle very manorly,wayting op- 
poꝛtunitie to diſcouer his affedions, and reuie ming her beau⸗ 
tieſo perfect and rare, not able longer to holde began thus. It 
is maruell Bavaine, if faire beautie ſhonld be ſo bitter, aa a 
man cannot ſurfette but he muſt nodes dye. The Dutheſſe 
not knowing of whome the N ꝛince ſpake, noꝛ as vet regar⸗ 
ding that hee was in Loue, anſwered. In ſoth my Loꝛd, the 
Ladie hath ſmall reaſon, that the ſhould vſe pon ſo hardly, if 
you meane it ot vour ſelfe.

And in mine opini⸗ 
on Madam, vou canuot well reſuſe my ſute, ſæing hard Foꝛ⸗ 
tune hath bene ſuch an enemp ts vou in Marriage, the Duke 
being olde and full ofmelancholy , you young, tender, fceſh, 
and dainty as inaꝑ bee: Ha moꝛe meete to kicpe companie

do rare perſections. But had my lucke bene ſuch, befoꝛe you 
were Tlponſed tohaueknowneyou, J would with Malou⸗

ly denped me: Fo2 ſich is my religion inLoue ; as better 
death then diſcontent, and had J bene . bd of Europe, you 
had bene Uadie. Notwithſtanding Madame, ſo like it vou, 
Imap be pour Friend and nightly ſeruant: fozloue wants 
no wiles to compaſſedefire, and my ſute is modeſt, if you 
count it nat vnſcmelp.

Truſt mee (my 
L o2d)yourſpeches are not comely, toviolate chaſte Uiev- 
locke is ſo monſtrous, as pou can haue no pꝛiuiledge to aſke, 
noꝛ Ito graunt, and thereĩoꝛe content vou. 

This anſwkre,albetf it was ſharpe, and ſcant pleaſing to 
the ꝛince, vet loue ſoperſwadedhim, that the Duchelle had 
another meaning then ſhebew2ayed : Foꝛ, noting her toun⸗ 
tenante ſo full ofchange, he gueſſed that ſome ſparks had fal⸗ 
len among her affections, wherefoꝛe he began againe. J be- 
ſtech you Padaune accuſe l aue, il J haue ſpoken to pour diſ⸗ 
liking, vet hope I to the time, when J ſhell make knowne 
hob great my affection is to do you ſeruice: and continuing 


this talke, he bꝛought her to the Qucenes lodging, Louefol- .

Sothat what vou requeſt I cannot denye,

At lengthit came to palle, that the uuing and the Duke of 
Burgundie, ę diuers other ꝙinces, rode foꝛth on pleaſare to 


gether, and returned not againe foz two dayes ſpace , which 


made him thus beginne with the Ducheſſe, J nerde not tell 
you Madame, foꝛ you knat it well ensugh, how continual⸗ 
ly I langniſh in remedileſlennvaions, till now this oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nitieputs me in ſame hope of comfozt, that vou perfaꝛming 
ſo ſolemnep2omiſe,willdeliuer me out offhisertremitie. 
UWherfoze faire Miſtriſſe, ũnce time and occaſion hath poin⸗ 
ted it, and Fo2tune (by Nature froward and intonſtant) fa- 
nours it: Let me intreate pou to take thebenefite of both, 
leaſt hereaſter we compaſſsnot the like againe. 
My Loꝛde (qusth the Ducheſle, ) vou muſt thinke J am 
moꝛe yours then mine owne, and make that reckonig ol vou, 
as no Lady can the like: how is it poſſiblethen fo2 mee{( lo- 
uing as Jloue) to fliefromthat which lous commaunds me 
to fulfill? Let it ſuſfiſepou then, that the regarde * mine

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hono2 vefended, I am read to da ought may agree with your- 


lyking. What happenep afterwaids' J leaue to pour apini 
ons, but by the halle the whole may be diſcerned: notwith- 
ſtanding, vettueusL adyes hanepcwer to reſiſt ſuch moti- 
ons, though time, octaſion, and ſuch amo2ous ſolititings did 
offer it them: but ſuch may bee accountedmoze diuine then 
humane, and to them may wozthily be erected aTrophee,.in 
diſgrace ofthe Temptfreſſg Venus. But this tlitle diſcourſe 
not muchdiſſenting from the matter, is wzitten in repꝛoach 
of ſuch young dayntie Mantons, that ſo vainely attend on 
theyꝛ ouer · fond and vnchaſte deſitres: And map likwiſs be 
a warning to vnþiſcreet olde inen, that they cho e iheyꝛ Pans 
toffle fit fo2 theyꝛ ſote. 

But now is comethe firſt of Mape, the day to begin the 
Enterpꝛiſes ofthe Pꝛintes of Fran ce, and Sauoye: Lewes 
to entertaine the Ducheſle L oue, begunne with ſuch aduan⸗ 
tage, had greater dere now to execute his intent then beloze. 
Whherefoze this day was his Pauilion erected neerethe Cit⸗ 
tie Gates, being beautifull and very ſmmuptudus: and at the 
Entrance thereof was placed a god h onument of blacke 
Marble, curiouſſp ſet ſwꝛth with columnes of white Marble, 
very thicke embolled with golde and pearle. At the ſide of 
his Paullion was placed another monument of grene Jaſ⸗ 
pts, adozned with many Baſes, Pillars, and antique Ima⸗ 
gerie of Golde, whereon hee intended the ſtraunge nightes 
that came, ſhould plate the figures of their l adyes. On the 
other fide was a (eemelp appoynted foꝛ the Judges of 
the Fielde, who were the ot Orleaunee and Burgun- 
die: Pꝛinces highly eſteemed ſoz their Pobilitie, and in their 
Times had bene hardy and aduenturous nights. Manp o⸗ 
ther Cents and Pauillions were that day there ſet uppe, as 
well foz ſtraunge Knightes that tame, as foꝛ Noble men and 
Gentlemen ofthe Kealme. And now comes in the Pzince 
bꝛauelpy mounted to the Fielde, accompanyed with many 
young Pzinces, unights, and Gentlemen: the Heralds and 
vuings of Anmesrydingbefoze , Ayypunes, Phiſes, —_ 
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pets and Clarions ſounding,ls gallantly as made the Apꝛi 
deter a mot worte Eccho. 1yfozs him in a very ſump⸗ 
tuous Coach, was carryed the curious counterfeit ofthe Du 
chelle, ſo ſuperficially ſet fwzth, and with ſuch perfection of 
Arte as thoughit havbenethe Duchelſoherlelfe, - 

After followev Pzince Lewes, in rich and gloꝛious guilte 
Armour, all ouet grauen with moſt artificiall Flowers, and 
moũted on Courſer dt Spaine eſhinned one of the beſt run⸗ 
ners ol Europe, which made way with bꝛaue and lofty vol⸗ 
tages, as did not a little delight the beholders: one of the 
chiefe Pꝛinces ofthe Court bearing his Helmet, and another 
his Lance, Whatneve J make further tepoꝛt of the Pzin- 
ces triumph, Dee comming to the fielde with ſuchEquipage, 
as well be ſtemed the houſe from whence he deſcended, and as 
beſtemed a lonely Knight in pꝛeſence ot his Ladie: who as 
her Fauour had fent him that mo2mng, a coſtty Gyꝛdle gar 
nithed with Kubyes,Dyamonds, great Emeraulds, and o⸗ 
ther vnualnable rich ſtones, with a S woꝛds ſo god as euer 
Ruight woꝛe, and there with rode he gy2ded to the field. Be⸗ 
foꝛe he went, the ing his Father thus ſpake to hun: 

My Donne, this day and all the other following, Foztune 
ſpxde theeſo well, as thou inayſt winne the honour my heatt 
doth with thee. My molt neerde,(anlwered the Paince) J 
hope befoꝛe the ſennight be ſiniſhed, to accompliſh your deſire 
effectnatly,ſo fauour me ſhee that may command me. Soloa- 
uing the King, hee came fo the place appointed foꝛ the Com- 
bate,the Judges placing themſelues where they thould , and 
the Pzincehimſelfeinhis Zeyt,wherehauing his Piffrette 

re ſet on the appoynted place, he commaunded the trum⸗ 
pets th found, and a Heralde to pꝛoclaime, that no knight 
beating Armes, ſhould bes ſo hardie as to enter his Tent, 
the ſirſt graunted his Ladis to be the moll faireſt crea- 
ture in all the Moꝛlde: and if any were fo ſtubboꝛne not ta 
confeſſe it, by knightly pzoweffehe would foꝛce him to dw it. 

The Herald hauing done his charge, and the Judges cau⸗ 
ſed the Conditions to bes openly read, the *

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tHemſelues in conuenient plates, and the Lo2ds,Ladies and 
Sentlew omen betwke them fo their tents and Scaffolds, 
The firſ that entred the ſielde againſt the Peinte, was the 
Tounte Durcell of Aragon, his foure Squires conducting 
befoze him in a great goꝛgeous litter, the ſtotue oł his Pi⸗ 
. fireſſeDaughterto the King of Arragon; the fapꝛeſt ladie 
mall Spaine, - andfoz whoſe beautie hee foke in hand this 
quarrel, Aſter himcane foure other Squires, the foꝛemoſt 
leading his Courſer, the lecond bearing his Helmet, the 
third his Sherld, and the fourth his gauntlets and launce: 
and comming to the monument appointed foz ſteange la⸗ 
dies, cauſed the poztrait of his lady to; bes placed thereon: 
then comming to the pꝛintes Tent, laid. J uno not lo 
Lewes, ifouercome with gloꝛp, pꝛedunption of pour ſtrẽgth, 
oꝛ ouerwerning your ſelle, you haue made this large enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe, to Combat with the beſt appzooued Knights in the 
whole wozla, in iudging no fairer lady, to bee this day li- 
uing then vour vivne: fo mine oſone part, I am not ſo trou⸗ 
bled in conceit as you are, to quarrell fo2- ſuch a fabulous

bo that tune thy pate aud thy:bodys thanwig bambaſten, 
locke ta thy ſeife, foz Jintendfo dreit. So mounting on 
hozſobacke,andpeparedas.ithadibeenstoa warre moztall, 
encountredeach ather with ſuch furie, as lheir A auntes 
flying in ſhineravpintathe.4y2e, they met together o ter- 
tbly with their bodies; their @hwlves, their-Yozſes and 
erheades,as they wereboth diſmounted to the grounde. 
But garneſt deſue to vanquith, — beſide, * | 
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and well diſpeſed knights, made them quickly beginne the 
ſecend allault with their S words, which was ſo dangercus, 
and handled with ſuch dexteritie, as it was hard to iudge 
who ſi;culd haue the hons ur ofthe Combate. But Lewes be⸗

And hauing placed the Picture on the 
accuſtomed Ponument, as it had beene tothe linely crea: 
ture her ſelle, he thus beganne. ah perſed myꝛrcur of all beau⸗ 
tie, vertue, and excellence, reſolue thy ſelfe this day, to bears 
the Palme of honsur from all Ladies in the Moꝛlde, in that 
your aa night craues a thouſand deaths, befoze hee giue con⸗ 
ſent to the tontrarie: and perl wades hianſelſe ſo aſſuredly of 
pour p2e:ent fauour, as he durſt venture on a whole Arimpe, 
tokepe his religion in ycurdinineſcruice. Theile woes! 
were ipchen ſo low, as the Duke of Gaule heard him, wher⸗ 
with not contented, he anſwered.

That all wer ſone ſis(quoth the Duke: So departing into 
they2 Lents to be armed, and ready to Iduſt, they met ſo va⸗ 
liantly tegether, as both ol them bꝛaks their L antes bzauely

his Squpꝛes. Palmerin not foꝛgetting the honour due to his 
Ladie, toe dolone the Image of Agriola, and ſette his La- 
dpes in theron?, ſaging ; Now are you in the place Ma · 
da me, which is your ow ie b right. This victoꝛp was not a 
little ple ant to the Frenchmen, but eipecially to the 2zince 
Lewes, When hehenrd thereof: who the better to make his 
ioye knowne to Val merin, ſent him two of the beſt Hoꝛſes in 
his Stable, as glad ofthe reuenge on the Duke, as that Pal- 
mstia temained Conquerour. Palmerin ſenthearty thanks 
to the Peince, as well foꝛ his pꝛeſent as his god will, and ſo 
continued in his deudire to his Ladpes Beautie, as that day 
he honoured her with the congueſt of foure French Knights, 
and the ſubmiſſion of their Ladyes poꝛtraitures: vet aboue 
all, Lal merin commended to Trineus, the valour ot the Eug- 
liſhmao ,conficming the Duke foz achoſen night at Arms, 
and neither Frenchmen, Italian, Spanyard, Engliſh-man, 
Romane, oʒ Greeke, that attempted againſt Palmerin, in the 
following dapes / but [lhe bare away the bictoꝛie, and Poli- 
nardaes Picturethey2Lavyes obepſaunce: The lat of the 
eyght dayes, came into the field the Loe of Albret, greatly 
eſtẽꝛmed foʒ Nꝛoweſle and Chiualrie, and he would defend 
the Beautie of his French Ladie: but Palmerin aftezalong 
and tedious fight, bought him and his Miſtrelle among the 
vanquiſhed, and ſo concluded the French Pzinces enterpꝛiſe, 
to his ouneimmoꝛtallhonour. Aſterw ards came the king 
Agariel, with the Pꝛinces and Laꝛds of his Court to Palme- 


rins Tent, making him the greateſt entertainment could ber 


deuiſed, whereof Trineus, and the other Allemaigue Lozdes 
were highig contented, and after his Wounds were healed, 
tauſed him and his companie to bee lodged in his owne Pal⸗ 

ce, where the Nucens, and her Ladꝝes would aſten 1 
ties with Trineus, vnderſtod her Name foꝛ whom Palme 
rin thas adnentured. But when the King vndectod,thaf 
Trineus was the Emperaur ol Allemaignes Sonne, and all 
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this hondurable Companies camefremhbis Fathers Courts 
theyꝛ Welcome cannot be ſuffigently ſette downe, noz Pal 
merins p2aples cffectually rehearſed: wyome the Pꝛince 
Lewes thus entertained, In god (wth Syz Palmerin, the 
. Pancemay tinaginehunſelfe happie, that is hencured with 
peur ʒ nightiv ſeruice, but abque all, the Noble Emperaur of 
Alle maigne. y Lozd (d Palmerin) it likes youto ſpeake 
vour pleaſure of mee, yet did J neuer kne we knightes moꝛe 
wWoꝛthy in fight then pour Country- men, among whom pour 
decerts may not e:cape vnrepoꝛted, no mo2ze then the deꝛdes 
of Scipio can among the Romanes. Manie other honoura⸗ 
ble and Familiar ſpeches-paſed betwene the Pzince and 
Palmerin,about the Ladyes Figures,that we bꝛought 30 the 
Jouſtes : Polinarda, onely triumphing bepond all the reſt, 
hauing no ſecond, but faire Agriola of England, the goddeſſe 
and M iſtreſle to the Dnke of Gaule,

Ou haue herre beloze hearde, ths Enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe ofthe Duke ol Sauoye, fo2 the heau⸗ 

tie olhis L adye, and how after Pꝛince 
Lewes his dayes of Combat were fini- 
S 4} ched, hee ſhould maintaine nine other in 
I the like quarrell: Mhereloꝛe the day af- 
- ter Palmerins victozy, he put himſelſe in 
as the time requyzed, and hauing in the Fielde erected 
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thePzinco Lewes, his Tent was there (et vp all of Crim⸗ 
fon Ueluet, vory cucioufly omb2odered with Gold and pearle, 
and round about within, were Inſcriptions of many bꝛaue 
ſentences ol Loue, extracted com Hyſtoꝛiographers and Po- 
ets, as well in Grerke, as in Watine, in pꝛaiſe ofthe Miſtreſſe 
of his deusted affettions. In the mozninghe went fo gine 
the god moꝛroweto the P2zincefſe Lucemania, Daughter to 
the Ring ol Fraunce, whome hee had choſen fo2 his Spouſe 
and 7Uife. After many ſolemne courteſies paſſed betweene 
them,fearingthe Querne ſhould finde them together, he twke 
his leaue ofher, ſhee giuing him from her arme a ſumptuous 
Bꝛacelet, garniſhed with lire great Dyamondes , and fire 
faire Rubies * which gift much encouraged him to follow his 
Enterpꝛiſe. Being come into the field, the Judges appoin⸗ 
ted were the eldeſt Sonne of Fraunce, and the Counte of Ar- * 
mignac: wiſe Painces and valiant Knights at Armes, and 


ſtanding in the gate ol his Tent vnarmed, becauſe heeſawe 
none ready to offer him Battell, the Duke of Lorrayne at 


length entered the Fielde,attended on by a bꝛaue company of 
nights x Squpꝛes, who bought the poztraifeof his Lady, 
being a figure ofrare Beautie, and hauing a Crowne on her 
head, where ouer was wꝛitten in great Letters of Golde, 
This is Polinarda, excecding in Begutie all Ladyes in the 
worlde : Which was read by mante, who could not ſatiſ⸗ 
fie thep2 eyes in beholding ſo bꝛaue a ſpectacle, and beeing 
ſatte on the Pillar appoynted, hee came to the Duke of Sa- 
noye, ſaying: Blaſphemous Aa night, detractour ofthe Beau⸗ 
tie of Ladpes, herre may thine owne eyes witneſſe how thou 
haſtbelyed Beautie, in pꝛeſuming to thinkeany moꝛe fay:e 
then this incomparable creature, to whome thy Ladygmay 
not wo?thily be hand-mayde. And if thou wilt not p:efent- 
lyconfefſe what J cammaund thee, ſherlde thy head from my 
Weapon, which Jineane to knocke wellfs thy great indiſ⸗ 
cretion. The Dicke ol Sauoye enraged with theſe wo2ds, 
Armed himſelfe pꝛoſentiy without any anſwere, and maun- 
ting on W à ſtrong Launce in his hande, — 
| (coun 
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cuntred his Enemieſocouragionfly,as baeaking both their 
Staues bꝛauely in ſhiuers, to their very Ganutlets, paſſed 
on without any further harme. The Duke of Sauoye ans 
ary that he had not diſmounted his enemie, with his S woꝛd 
dzaiwneretcnmedfiniouſly vpn him, and laid on ſuch ſtrokes 
as the fire ſparkled from his Yelmet ; vet the Duke of Lor. 
raine, likea godandhadieKnight , defended himſelfemof 
valiantly , and reached the Dukeof Sauoy ie ſhzewde 
Wlounds, ſo rhat both of them beeing — netled) rent 
others Armozin ſuch ſozt with their d woꝛds, and man · 
their fleſh ſo vamercifully, as the Judges could not ima- 
gine whohaddethebettervantage. The Duke of Sauoye 
wondering to ſee the Duke of Lorrayne holde out ſo long, 
beganne fo ſfozme mozelike a Fiend then a man, rapling on 
foꝛtune, that (in reipec of his Ladies beauty)ſhe : aſliſted him 
no better, and being at the very point of diſpaire, tutte heart 
afreſh, and redoubling his flroakes vppon his aduerſarie, at 
length flew his Noꝛte vnder him, who falling de wne, and his 
Malter with hin by reaſon that he was ſs ſoꝛe wearied, and 
b2uiſed,+ beũide, hau bzoken his thigh in the fall, cculd not re- 
cover himſelte, ketoꝛethe Duke ot Sauoy (heing alighted) ſet 
fate vpon him,and in furie would haue part ed his head from 
eff his ſhoulders, but only that the Judges rannequickely 
and ſlaped him. Then was the Duke of Lorraine halfe dead 
carryed inte his Tent,and the Duke of S uoye tauſed Pol 
nardaes pidurt to be ſeite at Luce manias fite: thing very 
frangein roſpea of their great ditſerente. Afterwards hes 
was vnarnied,to haue his Weunds bound by, which were 
ſo daung erous, as gladly hee would haue bene excuſed froiu

Thus Trineus, Palmerin,an Prolome ,werepaſſing the 
time, cortecring with other Noble men, of the valour ol the 
Duke of Sauay, againſt all ſtrange untghes: and hob he had 
toyled the Duke ol Lorrayne had not his Yozſe fallẽ on him, 
and maimed him: otherwiſe, he bꝛought the Combate to lo 
god a Judgeinent, as he had wwe the honour ofthe Field. 
Whhereat Pal merin was moꝛe offended then befoꝛe, beeauſe 
hünſelle was not able to reuenge this miſfoꝛtune: Yeere- - 
withall hee concepued a kinde ol Jealouſte of the Duke ot

That wozthiepzeſent” 
greatly delighthd Palmerin, becauſeheerein his deſire w 
ſomewhat ſatiſfyed „ which was to knowe the eltate of his 
Father: Wherefozs in midſt of this pleaũng huinour hes 
laide, to his Ladie, A 'percoyne fayze Madame, that your Sy- 
ſter knee moꝛe of my Deſtmiethen any other: Foz ſeeing 
q; e could ſo truely deſcribe my name, Jnedemake no great 
doubtof her further Judgement. So taking away the filke, 
behelde there a moze ſumptuous Arinour, then that which 
halting Vulcan made foz Achilles, at the earneſt intreatis of 
15eautifull Thetis, beeing moſt curiouſſy chaſed ouer with 
Flowers of Golde, and the Shielde of Stele, all engrauen

Not a little toyfull ofthis happy Uicoz1e, hee entred the 
15oate, and with one of the Dares he bexanneto Rowe, but 
nowewas he ſurpꝛiz ed with a wond?:full daunger, foꝛ the 
Water aroſe in huge Billowes, beating and tolling · the 
Boate ſo fearfully, as he had vecy much a do to ſaue and kep 
the bottome from turuing vpſide downe.

The Soldane greatly aſtoniſhed herreat, made moꝛe 
eſtimation of him then he did beroꝛe, and becauſe the Lions 
refuſed to touch him, reputed him of royall pacentage. 
Whereupon he ſent foꝛ his Daughter, pꝛaping her to in⸗ 
treate him not as a knight, but as a nobls and vertuous 
Paince, conãdering his behauiour ſo well deſerued. The 
Pꝛinceſſe entertained him very gratiouſſp, and hearing the 
fucceTe of his happy foꝛtune, ſpake thus in the hearing ol 
them all.

Palmerin in ſigne 
ofattonement; that he was nothing diipleaſed;kiſed her 
hand, and ſifting down in a Thaire by her, beheld arde- 
mia, wy9reſembled his {Hiſtceiſe ſo equallinheauty, ard 
couꝭd not hold his exe frombysr, ſo that hee conceiued ſuch 
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pleaſure in his regard, as he indged it ſuſtenance en | * 


ſamed hathe lonevher, wherſwothenceaztaid, Wu, 
ganſoame2oully ta affect him, as the enioyed.noreft but 
in his pꝛeſence. Thus were theſe two Ladies Alcbidiana 
and Harde mia touched with one diſeaſe, and that ſo ſharp» 
ly to the quick, that the leaſt tozment they endured (ling 
he could neitherſpeake na: nd their language) was 
woꝛlle to thein then death. And ſo it fell out. that each of 
them thinking herlelfe beſt beloued, cõcealed her thoughts 
from the other, and would in no caſe bereputedamozaus 
leaſt ſo herdeſires ſhould be diſcouered.

Letters, bꝛought ſperdie aunſwereto the king of Baliſarca 
and Palmerin, ot theyz Packet: wherein the Soldan hear⸗

222 hono2,offered hunſelfe,his people, and ſubſtance 

to his ſeruice. Palmerin very thankefull foz the Painces 
kindneſſe, would haue nothing butcertainehozſes of him,. 
becauſe diuers ot his ownhad miſcaried. By this time were 
the Bꝛethꝛen entered the Conſines, which belonged to the 
Admirall of Tharſus, where they had done very mucb 
harme, by eractions and great miſuſing ofthepeople.This 
Admirall was a verp gentle night, and named Alfarano, 
which ſering what iniurꝑ they did him, and vnderſtanding 
that they had beene conquered, and now fled without any 
place of aſſlurante: leuied an haaſt ot hardy Bouldiours 

whe:ewith hee intended to kepe a ſtraight, though 
which they muſt of neceſſifte paſſe, being ſo narrow as 
they cou) paſſe two together, and no wax elſe coulde 
they ex: ape him, except they would: climbe the tops of the 
Mountains. 

In th is place lap the Adnurall ambuſhed, with ſo ma⸗ 
ny men as hee thought canuenient, and within thꝛeꝛ daes 
after Palmerin with his power came to aſſiſt them. The 
Phrygians hauing heard heereot, were greatly amazed at 
this vnexpected aduenture, and had no other heipe but to. 
clime the mountaine, where in holes e Caues they were 
glad fo hide themſelues, aud there they continued five oz 
fires dates in ſafety,albeit they'were ready to dye ſoꝛ want.

Nherupon the 
foure knights deuided themſelues, two againſt Palmecin, - 
and tino againſt him, who defended themſeluesſo wozthe- 

lp, and had bzought their enemies into ſuch danger, as ther 

two that betoze eſcaped, ſesing to what danger the fight 
would extend, gaue the ſpurres to their hoꝛſes, and galloped 
away ſo faſt as the hoꝛſe could pate. Bythis time Pꝛince 

Olotico heatd the Dwarfes clamour, beeing greatly a⸗ 

fraideofhis Maiſters death: came running thether with

J 
accept pour oft er gentle Sir, quoth Palmerin, with right 
god will, as well to haue your friendly conpany, as to 
ſheelde vou from any other ſuch like villaines, who happily 
map ſeeke pour harme fo2 this noble faudur. So they rede 
63 altogether, Paimerin remembaing the wozdes of the 
FatrcteLadic, and could not imagine who the knight ;uld 
be, that had ſo honozably p2e;crued his lite : this made him 
moꝛe to meruaile, that he ſheuldbe his gngnue, whom (to 
his remenibꝛaunce) her had neuer lerne in any plate be⸗

Truſt me myL o2de, 
(quoth ſhee) foz yourſake Jendeneurmy ſeifeto welcome 
them as they ought. a 

And comming into the Hall to ſalute them, after many 
tourteſies deliuered on eyther ſide, the Lady ing Palme 
rins Armour beſmeared with blood, by reaſon ofthe wound 
he reteyued on his head, ſaide. J feaxe my Woꝛd you are ve⸗ 
ry ſoꝛe hurt: therefoꝛe the ſoner it be ſeene too, the better 
eaſe you ſhall finde, Perevppon her ſelle helpe to vnarme 
him, and after ward ſhe bꝛought him into a godly Chamber, 
where when ſhe had ſtanched his bleeding, and bound vppe 
the Wound, her was laide in a maruellous Rich Bedde 
pꝛouided foꝛ hun, ſhe pꝛomiſing within ten dayes and lefſe 
to reſtoꝛe him ſo well, as he ſhould at pleaſure trauell with- 
out any danger. 4 | 

Foz this kindnefſe Palmerin returned her manifolve 
thanks, and becauſe he might the better reſt without viſtur- 
baunce, ſhee cauſed euety one to departe the Chamber, her 
ſelfe likewiſecourteouſly bidding him godNight. Palme- 
rin being alone, lokcdround about the Chamber, to ſee it 
by any Armes oꝛ deuile, he might know the Knight that ſo 
happily delinered him: At length, hard by his Bed ive, hee 
eſpied the Shield of Fryſoll, with the Sunne painted there⸗ 
in, which hee well remembꝛen to be his Deniſe, whome foz 
Polynardaes Il aue he hated, accoꝛding as pon haue heat in 
the foꝛmer part of this iſtoꝛv, which when hebehelde, the 
teares trickling down his cheeks, he thus began to himſelte.

I pꝛap vou Dir Knight, y the honoꝛable loue you beare 
to Chiualrie: to tell me your name, and ifheeretoſoꝛe you 
were neuer in the Realme of Englãd. My name, nuoth the 
Knight, which hetherto A neuer hid from any man, is Fry - 
ſoll, and twoyeres I rematned in the Realme vou ſpeake 
of, with the Duke ol Gaule in his Court. Yu remember 
then a night, ſayde Palmerin, with whom in loffe ſpace 
then twelue daies together, you had two ſeuerall Com⸗ 
bats. Uerp true, quoth Fryſoll, and ſume g9od reaſon I 
haue toremember it, fo2 the fight on n behalfewas. ſo 
daungerous,as but by the fauour ofaLady and a Squire, 
Fneuerhadeſcaped with life. Now haſt thou in thy cuſto⸗ 
die, ſaydePalmecin, the man thatvidtheſach wꝛonge, no 
moꝛe an enemie, but fo euer thy vowed, true and truſtie 
Friend: and by the oꝛder J haue receiued, there is no man 
this day liuing, that ſhall withdzaw me rom thy fciend-

Andhath by my meanes, quoth Fryſdit , the onelp 
flower of Chiualris bene deliuered from death: and the 
reſolutehatredbetweenevs, vnited now with loue moꝛe 
then bꝛotherlike : in an happy houre went Jon hunting this 
dap, ànd Foztuneconld neuer hoõnoꝛ me with moꝛe deſired 
ſucceſte. Fozconfirmation of this new alliaunce, he ranne 
and called L eonarda, Olorico andthe reſt, and befoze them 
all kiſted Palmerin in the Bedde, fo ſeale the perpetuall 
league ot amitie betweene them.

to deale in the Combatte appoynted,if it like him to make 


hb choyle of me. 


The Empersor percepuing Palmerinfs faire, modeſt, 
and couragious,beganne with himſelle to conceyue well of 
him: and imagined that his Sonne Caniano was againe 
reuiued, ſo nere did hee reſemble hin incountenance, ſta⸗ 
ture, and all p:opoztions of his bodie, Wherefoꝛe hee retur⸗ 
ned him this anſwer. It ſhall not in ought diſpleaſe mee, 
my Friende, to let you ſehim, to theende you may con- 
ceiuenoſuſpifion of iniuftice. So calling a Gentleman U- 
ther, commanded him toconduc the knight to the Tower 
where the Pꝛince Florendos was ; afterwards enquiring 
of the PzinceOlorico and Fryſoll, what the knight was 
that ſohardily did enterpꝛiſs the Combatte. Dꝛead A oꝛd, 
(quoth Fryſoll) he is called Palmerin d Oliua, à night (in 
my Judgment) of the very higheſt qualitie in the Mozlde.

J pꝛay vou Spa, is this that Palmerin who killd the 
Serpent on the Mountain Artifæria, and bzought the wa⸗ 
ter from the Founfaine, which healed the god Ning Pry- 
maleon, Father ts Florendos:? It is he Six (qv. Fryſoll) 
and no other. Then dare J ſap, gracious Loꝛde (quoth the 
Anight) that you haus ſeene the moſt valiant and verfuous 


Gentleman, that euer came in Thrace, Yeereupon he diſ⸗ 


couered the noble victozy hee obtained in Bohemia, againſt 
che two Gyants Dormaco and Mordano, whom he fiewe 
befozehis thy Combate on the behaifeofDyardo,Co- 
zin * to the ning and fapꝛe Cardonya: * the

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County of Ormecque, and his Cozins;in the Company of 
Pzince Adrian andPcolome, Yereat wereall-the Pzin- 
ces and knights Pzoſent amazed,ſo that che Dm pero n 
ſelfe, ſaide: 

Mell map Floyen dos none Aduenture the tryall ifhis 
cauſe #hauing the onely Champion of the Wozlde on his 
ſide: and in this manner they deuiſed of him, till his re⸗ 
turne from the — anaine. Palmerin entring the 
Tower, Florendos was aſtonped, becauſe no perſon was 
wynt to tome him: butchiefely when he lalnẽ him on his 
knows to him, vang theſe ſperches. Aas my Lord Floren-

The King. hauing 
wꝛitten Letters to his Sonne, as alſo to Palmerin, whom 
he intreated to come and ſer him: gaue them fo the Mel⸗ 
ſenger, aud withall ſuch an honozable gift foz his paynes, 
as well might content a greater perſonage. e returning 
to Conſtantinople, effeduallꝑ diſcharged his aunſwer: and 
Palmerin reading his Grandlathers Meters, vowed to ful⸗ 
fil his requeſt; and afterward to follow the ſearch of Try- 
neus. 

Now the day being came, when theLo2ds of Mace- 
don ſhould ſet fozward to Conſtantinople: they tame to 
take theyꝛ leaue of theKifig, who beganne totheminthis® 
manner. Ah my god Friendes, God is my witnes, with 
what god will J would beare you company, if my aged

creating the Duke ol Pontus his Lieutenant in this 
baſſage,becauſehe was a bꝛane andcomely young Dine” 
bequeathed them to happy foztune-in theiriourney, com- 
manding a Knight fo polts befoze them, that Palmerin - 
might be firſt aduertiſed of their comming. On the ſame 
0 day as they ſhould arriue at the Citie, Palmerio accoms- 
panied with the voung King ol Sparta, the moſt ſabtiltand- 
ingenious Pzince of his time, (as well inftructed in the 
manners and conditions ofthe auncientKings hisp2ede-. 
ceiſo2s;eſpecially unitating cautelous Vhfſes) and diuers 
other young Painces and- Knights, rode to meet theLozvs 
of Macedon at the Gates ofthe Citie. There alighted all 
the L oꝛds to kiſſe his hand, which he would not permit 
them to doe; but caſting himfelfe lik ewiſe from his Hoꝛſe, 
einbꝛaced them all one aſter ansther. And mounting on 
hoꝛſebacke againe, entred the Citie, which was ſo plenti⸗ 
fuliy ſtoꝛed with knights and Gentlemen againſt 52 tri⸗ 
umph, as the Pꝛince Olorico and Fryſoll were appoin⸗ 
ted by the Emperour, to ſee the Loꝛds lodged accoꝛding to 
their eſtate, and to erect Tents and -Panillions without 
the Citie, where the reſt of their traine might ber decentix 
entertained. 

This choiſe made the Emperour ok theſe twaine in 
this matter, becauſe in all his Court were not two moꝛe 
courteous Pꝛinces: beſide, they were the only men in ths. 
world fo2 affable and gracious entertaining ſtrangers. 
All this buſines ended, and Palmerin deuiſing with the 
Nuznehis Mother, Fryſoll being in his cor ante, ſaw 
her enter the chamber,to whom he had vowed his ſeruice⸗

The Damoſell tertifying the Pzince ofthis aunſwere, 
he grew into anger, ſwearing they ſhould not paſſe befo2e 
they tried their foꝛtune: wherefoze he lent theDamoſell 
againe,whochus ſpake tg Palmerin4 Sir Knight, vour ex⸗ 
caſes may not {erncyou,youmult either Jouſt,o2leauethe 
Pzinceſſebchinde you.

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merin, ſoꝛtie would J be foacconpany her ſo farre, eleane

thꝛough feare o2 cowardiſe, ſay hee ſhall haue his deſire 
both he and all his ſhall trie their foꝛtune ere we pale fur- 
ther. 

This anſwere returned to the Pꝛinte, Drumino firſt 
ſhewed himſelfe in the Field, and by impoꝛtunate intrea⸗ 
ty,certaine ofthe ꝛinoeſſes n nights would firſt try their 
valour: but ſuch was their ill foꝛtune, as Crumino vnhoz- 
ſed them one after another.

Pour Diſeaſehappened by ſmellingto «flower, and by 
theſinell of an other it maſt be rerauered. The flower ap⸗

of a Ladio moze ſkilfull in all Pagicali Artes, then euer 
was the ſkilfull Medea. This Lady deceaſſingahundzed 
yerres ſince and moꝛe.

Ah wy noble Friond Pam for Gopslakedankt 
no moe, J am thy Bꝛother Trynevs, whofincethycom- 
ming krom E lain lollo wed ther in the enchaunted loꝛme of 
Dog :reiopte then with mee, kaꝛ ũnte thylong deſired 
hope halh now ſo ged an end, deut not but the reſidue ol 
thine affaires will pzesue as foꝛtunate. Palmerin being 
now thoꝛowlie reſolued, I leaue to vaur iudgements the 
kinde gratulatiens bel weone them: who well can con⸗ 
ceiue the wonderfull toy ol long abſent Friends, eſpecially 
of ſuch as liue to die foꝛ each other. ah my Woꝛd quoth Pal.

By them ſtoode two goodly Shields 
ofp2o0ofe,in the one being ſigured the Armes of Conſtanti- 
nople, and in the other the Creaſt of Allemaigne: wherat 
Pal merin not alittle meruailing, ſaid to Teyneus. J thinke 
my Loꝛd, that theſe Armours were pꝛouided foz vs, let vs 
teye if they be fit fo2 our bodies: ſo helping to Arme each 
other, they found them ſo fitte as they had been purpolely 
made foꝛ them. There found they likewiſe a Siluer Caſ⸗ 
ket, wherein were two ſumptuous kinglie Crownes of 
Golde, and between them ſtood a rich Golden Cup, hauing 
in it a Ring, with the molt beautiful ffone in it that euer

Mondering at thece unte am doubtful to take thence 
thoſe rare pꝛeſents: immediatly a Damſell came betoꝛe 
them, and humbly on her knees thus ſpake.

5 ARES mented her, fell from her head dead to 
2 (& — Ne the ground, and the lothſome ſmell of 
— ber Canker began to ceaſe. Pet all the 
fcarres on herface were not th2zoughly healed :but the ſud- 
daine eaſe that ſhefoundby the flowers, gaue her hope that 
in time they would weare away. Meane while the two 
Painces ot Romata, conferred with Palmerin about the 
ſtrange Wird, as alſo ofthe coſtly Armours they bꝛought 
with them from the Caftell: which being paſt ouer with 
nolitfleadmiration,they remembꝛed the Swozdenchaun- 

tied in the Rocke, whereupsn the Pzince Tomano entrea⸗ 
90 Tryneus, to fry.if that aduenturs were reſerued foz 
im.

Po ſooner 
had the Bird taſted the flowers, but pꝛeſently ſhe deliue⸗ 
red ſuch melodious notes, as ſwerter harmonie was neuer 
heard befoꝛe: and during the time of her ſinging, fell ſo 
manp dꝛoppes of pꝛecious water from her beake, as be- 
foꝛe Dinner time the Cuppe was well nere filled. Which 
wheu the wiſe Nigromancerperceiued, he bꝛought a verie 
faire Lute fo Palmerin, ſaying. J beſtech you um Lo2d 
play ſoineerquiſite peece of Muſique, that the Bird lifte- 
ning to pour melodie, map ceaſe her owne reco2ds:els ſhall 
we looſe the ſoueraigne vertue contained in the later. 
Palmerin taking the Lute, plaide thereon ſo artificiallie, 
that the Pꝛinceſſe ot Romata, whom he won in the Jouſt,

Tryneus 
taking the Cup, bꝛought it to the Pzincelſe Zephyra, who 
Jipping her handkercher therein, bathed her face there⸗ 
with: the pꝛecicus vertue whereof was ſuch, as all the

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enuenomed ſcares the yoames hap made, werepzeſently 
walhed, away, and her face ſo delicate. ag euer it was be⸗ 
foꝛe: whereupon the Pzinceſe falling at Palmerins fete, 
toyfully thus ſpake-ZDoubtleſe myLo2d, J am greatiꝑ be- 
holding to the Pzince' Tryneus,.who ſaued my life when 
the Trapfour wouldehaugflaingmeinmy hedde: but 3 
mut conteſle my ſelfyuch mode indebted to your woztht- 
nelle, by whole paines the venomous putrefastioni is ex⸗ 
tinguiſhed, whereby J-endured: tozments farre exceeding

To offer him fa- 
uour, oꝛ al my poſſeſſions in way of recompence of ſo great 
paines, they ate not comparable: foz. though J made him 
L oꝛd of my ſelfe, and all thoſe ferritozivs my Father left 
me, yet doth my conſcience tell me they are tos baſe. In 
bꝛiefe, I know his deſerts ſo ercœding my reach: as well 
map J ſit downe fo imagine, but neuer bee able to con⸗ 
triue a ſufficient reward. Beleeus mee Madame, anſwe- 
red Muzabelino, youhaue ſpoken trueth, and is noble 
magnanimitie muſt onelie helpe my Loꝛd: and this J aſ- 
ſure pou, that were it not the daunger ol his kingly honoꝛ, 
and hazard ol the whole Monarchie ol Aſia, hardly might 
the Knight be ſtaied here or ſuch. waight and impoꝛtance 
are his other affaires. The calling Palmerin to him, whoſe 
in ward thoughts were buſied with the remembzance ol 
his Ladie, he ſaid: 

Let not your ſtay hire my L020 offende pou, though 
well J know the wait of your anefe, fo2 that God who 
bath called you to this pꝛeſent eſtate, hath fozepoynted 
chings that vou can not ſhun,in recompence whereof, be- 
oꝛe pour departure from this Countrey,great yy — 

nours 
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hono2s are appointed yon-315cſide,fo2 a perfect reſolution 
pour further doubtes, take you no tare — — 
Wy2d: foz when your Muſique made her ceaſe ſinging, at 
that inſtant A thꝛew ſuch a Charme on her, as hencefozth 
ſhe ſhall liue without taking any fosde. And when you re- 
turne to pour Cittie ol Conſtantinople, let her be pearched 
in ſomeconuenient place, in the great Hall of pour Pallace: 
and there ſhall ſhee remaine as a certaine Oꝛacle vntill the 
day ol vour death, to deliuer tidings ol good oꝛ bad. Af any 
Knight oz Ladie ſhall : enter pour Court, either with intent 
of of nan gobpmagingilinenes tho Dy2d all giue ſuch 

fearfullſhaikes , as ſhee did at the time when you twke her 
in the Arbour: but if the newes be of iop, and foꝛ pour god, 
then ſhall ſhee ſing mozeſweetely , then when that Soue- 
raigne water fell from her Weake, wherewith the Pꝛin⸗ 
cells ephira was cured. 

In bꝛiefe my Lo2de, af the time when vou muſt leaue 
this leaue, foꝛ theglozious habitation among the bleſſed, che 
ſhal foꝛetell ſuch ſtrange occaſions,as ſhall diſmaꝝ the moſt 
reſolute courage. By this meane ſhall vou be guarded from 
all inconnences, and pour good Foꝛtuns continued in ſuch 
ſoꝛt, as vou ſhall be the moſt peaceable Emperour that euer 
liued in Greece. Crrtes my Loꝛde (anſwered Palmerin ) 
not by any deſert in me. am thus honoꝛed with ſo high a 
pꝛeſent, which J willkepeſocharieas mine owne perſon: 
but that the name ol Mu⸗ abelino may foz euer be impzin- 
ted in iny heart, giue me ſome on e of pour name oꝛ kind2ed, 
who euermoꝛe maꝝ be neareſt to my perſon, My Loꝛd (ad. 
Muzabelino)toyou J willgiue one of my Sonnes, begot⸗ 
ten by mee on a Chꝛiſtian Lavie,agreeing with you in faith 
and opinion: whereof I amnot ſo2rie,yet doe J fearethat 
the Ring ſhould knowe ſo much, leaſt his Religion migh® 

his death. 

Deere Friende,ſaid Palmerin, foz Gods ſake giue him 
me pꝛeſently, and him will Jloue, as he were my Bꝛothe:

to my Caftell where her is kept ,which'becanſe J will nat 
longer deferre, to Moꝛrowe will J perſwade the ing to 
tourney ts his great Cittie of Griſca, there to take viewe 
of his Armie, when J ſhallcompalſe the meane to giue him 

vou, vpon this concluſion they departed to their Chambers. 


¶ How Muzabelino gaue Palmerin his Sonne Bette. 
chino, entertaining the King and all his Companie 
Royallie at his Caſtell: and how the two Armyes of 
the King Abimar and the Soldane of Perſia encoun- 
tred with the ſucceſſe thereof. DT 


was nee at hand, thinking to ruinate 
che great Citie of Griſca:aduertiſed the 
King thereol, willing him withall ſperd 
to Muſter his Armye, and pꝛeuent the 
Soldanes cruell determination. The 
Ning not miſlikiag this god aduiſemet,, 
ſet fozwards pꝛeſently to Griſca, and by the wape, at the 
earneſt intreatie of Muzabelino, the King with all his 
Courtly cempanie laye at his Caſtell: where many rare 
deuiſes were ſhowne them by Enchauntment , which J 
paſſe ouer,as matter altogether impertinent. There did 
the Pagitian giue Palmerin his Sonne Bellechino, one 
ofhis Daughters likewiſe to the Qutene, and an other to 
the Painceſſe Zephira, | 
Afterward they iournyed to the CittieofGriſca, where 
allhis Army was ranged in readineſſe, being _— an 
8 . hun⸗ 
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hundꝛed thonſand fighting men: the Anaunguard hi co iu 
mitted to the two Painces,Palmerin and Tryneus, conſi- 
ſting of twentie thonſand Yozſemen, his two Battells of 
10000. Archers on Hoꝛſebacke, the two P2inces Tomano 
and Drumino had in charge, and the Kereward was gouer⸗ 
ned by the two Ringes of Sauata andGarara, The Sol- 
danes power being oꝛdained in Battell⸗wiſe, within fewe - 
dayes after the Fight beganne: which continued with ſuch 
danger on eyther ſide,as the Uictoziehung very long in ſul⸗ 
pence. In the ende, after a mightie Maſſacre made of the 
Perſians, among whome was Donadel Pꝛinte of Siconia 
ſlaine, with many other great Califfes and Lo2ds:the Sol⸗ 
dane himſelfe was taken Pꝛiſoner by Palmerin, and ſents 
bounde with Fetters of Golde to the Pzinceſſe Zephira. 
The Befſenger comming to the Painceſſes'Chainber,ve- 
clared how Palmerin had ſent her that Pꝛiſoner, fo intreat 
him as her ſelle beſt liked. In ſothe ( my Lo2de) quoth the 
Paeinceſſe to the Soldane, vou are right welcome foz his 
fake that ſent you: here ſhall pour entertainment be as fifs 
your calling, and diſlike not your miſhap,in that the knight 
who ſent vou hither, is wont to Tonquere where himſelle 
ploaſeth. The Soldane angrie at his hard Foꝛturie, yet ſœ- 
ing he was Pꝛiſoner to a Lady ſo beautifull: was immedi⸗ 
ately ſo ſurp21zed with Loue,ashe was not able to anſwer 
the Pzinceſſe one woꝛd. But ſheperceiuinghe was very 
ſoꝛe wounded, cauſed him to be conducted to a godly Cham⸗ 
ber, commaunding her beit Chyzurgions to attend him di⸗ 
ligently . 

On the moꝛrowe the came to ſie how hee fared, when 
Loue ouer-maſtering all his ſences; made him foꝛgette his 
hatred to the Ring Abi mar, reſoluing to becomshis Friend, 
by Marriage of the Panceſſe : : and vnable longer fo ſup- 
p:effehis-weightie paſſtons,which moꝛe troubled him then 
his daungerous Mounds, in this ſozthebeganne. Faireſt 
among the Daughters of men, tell mea deſireyou,ifyoube 
the Child ol the Ring Abimar,oz elſe of whence you are? — 
the

the end J may one day acknowledge this fano2, which your 
kinde and milde nature affwzdsyour Paiſoner. Yerevnto 
the Painceſſe anſwered, how the was daughter to the king 
Onodius of Nabor, coupling there with all herpaſed Fo2- 
tuns, concluding in the end, that in all actions agreeing with 
honour, ſhe remained his humble Seruant. Foztune (qd. 
hee) neuer conſtant, but in vnconſtantie: once yelkerday 
was J the greateſt Pꝛinte in the Wozlde, and now none 
in my Ringdome ſo miſerable as my ſelle, being bꝛought in 
ſubiection to my inferiour, and ſnaredin Loue with my vaſ⸗ 
ſalls Daughter. Wiſely ſaide the Poet, That badly doo 
loue and Maieſtie agree together. Fo2 though the height 
of mine Eſtate fo2biddes my deſired content, vet Loue and 
mine olone liking are two ſuch ſeuere enempes, as J mult 


not now tand to diſpute the cauſe. Pappie is the Knight 


in whoſe Power remaines a L adieiſo excellent: but much 
moꝛe happie is the Ladie that can commaunde ſs great a 
perſon, by whome ſuch honours are this day affw2dedyou 
fayze Pꝛinceſſe, as well may you vaunt to bee the greateit 
in Perſia. 

If by Knight ſurpaſſing in Pꝛoweſſe J was conquered 
in battell, by one in beauty and tourteſie incomparable, am 
J again ouermaſtered, ſo that J am enfoꝛced to pꝛeſent you 
my hart, and all the ſignoꝛies J poſſeſſe, to vſe at pour plea⸗ 
ſure, vowing ( foꝛ your ſake) perpetuall peace with Abimar 
my hatefullenemie. The Pꝛinceſſe abaſhed at this vner⸗ 
pected offer, a ſwerte bluſh colloured her daintie cherkes, and 
fearing to bee imputed foindiſcreet, ſhaped her anſwere to 
the luſt point of allthe Soldanes ſpeches,as thus. In ſoth 
my Lo2d, well could J like, that Peace were concluded be- 
twerne the king and pou, thongh not by any meane in me, 
but by ſhe Omnipotent power of the Goddes: who letting 
yon knobo the weaknelle of our owne ſtrength, would not 
h aue any Marre between pou and the King Abimar. And 
if it like you ſo much to abaſe pour ſelfe, as to like the ſim⸗ 
ple Daughter of a Bing, who whileſt hee liued, was —

. Thos began the panca and the pzo;niſe of niariage be- 
tweene the Dalvaneandthe:Jzunceſte zephira, which be? 
ing thoꝛowlie agreed bypon, he Ring Abimar, Palmerin, 
Tryneus andallthe ſtates ſubſcribing thereto 1 the Camus 
on either de were diChargod:, and the @ oldane with his 
great ene hall apenlie in the Cittie uf Oeiſos . höteſted 
peate in this manner That the Sodana ſheuld £:ponſe 
Zephira, and Tommothe uncle Belfina the @glnanes 
Daughter Beſs, he renounced all pꝛetended rights to 
the realmes of Oriſra and Rom, nah he demand 
anie tribute of them aſterward, oꝛ enter his conſines with 
ante violence, but alliſt tho Ring continually againg allhis 
enemies, 
4 within two moneths, hee would deliner 
uſand tallents of Golde, and two millions of Se⸗ 
1568 n recompence ofhis wꝛond done to the King ok A- 
bimar. All this my Lo2d-quoth the Soldane, will J faith- 
fullie perfoꝛme, and all the Rings my Subtects ſhall ſub⸗ 
fc:ibe thereto: on this condition, that you accompanie the 
Pꝛinteſle to the Citie of Harano, there to honoꝛ with your 
pꝛeſence our eſpouſall, where your Sonne Tomano ſhall 
likewiſe match with our Daughter. To this the king wil⸗ 
lingly conſented » whereupon the Soldaue ſent his Sene⸗ 
ſhal, to cauſe his armie to marfch home-wards info Perſia, 
except ſir thouſand men at Armes, to guard the Soldanes 
perſon; then openly in the field was the peace pꝛaclaimed. 
and the Captaines on either ſide freindly embꝛacing 9ac. 
other. Afterward the Soldanecoming to the Riug Abimar

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and in the pꝛeſente of Palmerin and Trynens, thus ſpake; 
Needleſſe were it now (my Loꝛd) to reinember our paſſed 
diſpleaſures, but generallie to conferre ol loue and peace: 
vet heereof J can aſſureyon , that the Pzinceſſe Zephita, 
and theſe two ſtrange Knights, pzeuailedmoze againſt me 
then all the reft of your Armie. But leaſt pour people 
theuld thinke , that our concluded peace is not thozowlie 
grounded to mozrow will J beeoppenlie affianced to tha 
Painceffe zephira, and afterward ſet fo: warde to Hara- 
no, that my Siſters may be pꝛeſent at out nuptials, in the 
meane while our Seneſhall and the ſire other noble Loꝛds, 
chall remaine with pou as our hoſtages. Theſe determina⸗ 
tions fulfilled , the Soldane poſted to Harano, where hee 
heard of the death ofthe Pꝛince Donadel, and the k inges 
Sonne of Rofillia with diuers other Paintes ol his kin⸗ 
dzed ſlaine in the battell ; but the heate ol his newe lous 
cauſed him make ſmalaccount thereol, pꝛeparing all things 
readie fo; the ſollemnitie ol his mariage.

My gratious W o2d and Father, quoth ſhe, Jremaine 
alfogether at yourhichneſſe direction, and il foꝛ concluſion 
ofpeaceyou match with ſs faire a Pꝛinceſſe as is zcphira, 
it were againſt reaſon J ſhould refuſe the wozthy Paince 
Tomano of Romata When he perceiued the readie good⸗ 
will of his Daughter, and his two Siſters by this time 
were come to the Courte: after hee had welcommed them 
in moſt gratious mannerhe entered into thele ſperches. ' 
thought it verie expedient ( faire Siſters) ſince you —

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ffand the peace concludedbetwenetheKing of Griſca and 
my lelke , to acquaint you with other mattergreatlycon- 
cerningyou- 

There commeth hetherin the companie of the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Z ephira, two ſtrange Knights ol very care perfecti⸗ 
ons to whom J would willinglie haue vou vſe ſuch eſpeciall 
behamour,as we might purchaſe the ineanes to emoy them 
continually in our Courte , foꝛ no ather intent I pꝛomiſe 
you, but onelie that they may match with von in mariage. 
Pou L iſter Lyz anda, (quoth he to the eldeſt) Jcommit to 
the chielelt Unight, the very ſame man that moſt valiant- 
lie take met pꝛiſoner in the battell: and von Aurecinda, 
(fo2 ſo was the youngeſt named) J bequeath to the other, 
who is one af the godlieſt perlonages thateuer nature fra- 
med. 

Hereunto they were right ſoone enfreated , eſpeci- 
ally Aurecinda , who though her elder ſiſter were graue 
and well adutſed , yet was ſhe pleaſant, quaint and ſo ſub⸗ 
till, as eaſilie could ſhe pꝛactiſe the meanes to deceaue the 
wileſt man, whoreol ſhee nade ſome experienee, as pou 
ſhall hereafter perceaue in the Chapters following . The 
Soldane hauing ſent fo2 all the Kings, P2incesandLo2ds 
his Subiects, to bepzeſent on the day of this great ſollem⸗ 
nitie : the Pꝛince Tomano, earneſtlie deſiring to ſee his 
beſt beloued, deſire Palmerin Tryneus and the Pꝛꝛinceſte 
Zephira , that they might ſette foꝛwards to Harano. But᷑ 
Muzabelino, who knew what troubles would ſucceed the 
marriage, aduiſed the King Abimor not to goe: and toun⸗ 
celled the fwo Pꝛinces Trineus and Palmerin, to keepe 
themſelues continuallie Armed, becauſe the Solbane was 
a man continuallie ſubiett to incertaine chaunces. So gy⸗ 
uing to each ok thein a Cote ol Armes, of Crimfon Meluet 
moſt curiouſly embꝛoidꝛed with Pearles, hee departed 
from them, returning backe agaiue to the Cittie of Griſca. 
Now ride theſe Pꝛinces iopfullie to Haraono, where they 
were receiued by the Soldane with wonderful pompe and

hone2,each oneavmiring the rare bequtie ofthe Pzincoits, 
Zephira,who was conducted with ſuch a royall kraine, as 
neut was the line rene bef636 in Hatano ! At ths Cittie 
Gate the Soldane met them, and in a ſumptuvus Coch, 
uctompanied them to the allate, where after many lo⸗ 
lemne courteſies one each ſide deliuered and ſath maguifi- 
cal ropalty beſweming the tinis and place, tho Soldan tame 
to his ſtſters, who har net kes tales wird fwd traue 
nights, and thus ſpake. 

Siſters, to the ende that heroalter you tall not bee be⸗ 
gniled, the Knights that accompanie my Ladie the Pꝛin⸗ 
telle, and whom A haue ſs much commended ko vou, are

MY Bother verie lightly commaundeth vs to love 
theld tratige Knights, Jknow not what my Siffers'opt- 
nionis: as foꝛ mine owns; the beginning alreadie ol my 
laue is ſuch, that it A doe not quickly obfaiue iny delfre, 
feare that my affection is rated af the pꝛite ot᷑ m life. The 
time is paſſed ouet with many delighks, and dallp paltimes 
after the Perſian manner, buf ail this whilejLiz anda and 
Aurecinda-are toꝛmented With loue, fo that all patience 
was vtterlie denied them, yet bearing this Weightie bur- 
den ſo — — at length rhe two Difers —— 
fo the Pzincefe Zephiraes Chamber, where fhey |

by her, thus began. J do not alittie maruaile Sir knight, 
that when Ladies tome ta ſe pou, their entertainement is 
no better. It is not the manner of Gentlemen to bee ſa 
ſollitarie, without hauing ſome Friend 92 helaued, which 
you ſhall ſone find in this Court af higher calling then you 
imagine, i adies may diſcerns ſome ſigne of pour fauou- 
rable liking. In god faith Madam, anſwered Tryneus, il 
to vou and your S iſter, I haue not done ſuch duty as beſte⸗ 
meth, it pꝛoceꝛded by fozgetfalnes,o2 my mind caried away 
with other occaſions, foꝛ nature made me obedient to La⸗ 
dies. Af theſe wozds Sir Knight (quoth ſhe) pꝛoceꝛd from 
pour heart, I can aſſuro pon to be loued ot ſucha one; who 
is not vnwoꝛthy the like god will: and of ſuch account is. 
ſhe with the S oldane, as he ſhal create vou one ofthegrea- 
teſt Loꝛds in Perſia , ſo pleaſe you to ſtay in his highneſſe 
Court. That map not be(queth Tryneus) foz ſo ſane as. 
the Soldane,and the Pzince Tomano ſhall be eſpouſed A: 
muſt nerds depart with my companion, about affaires ol 
very great iinpoztance, Palmerin who with oneeare liſte⸗ 
ned to the Pzincefſa Zephira, and with the other to the 
woꝛds of Aurecinda, aft er ſhe mas departed the Camber, 
thus ſpake to Tryneus. 

God Friend, beware of this adio, that thee cauſe 
you not to offend God, and violate the loaltie you oe to 
Madame Agriola. Huch experience haue J had in theſe at⸗ 
tions, as hen Ladies haue enterpꝛiſed their amoꝛous fu- 
rie, if they cannot compalſeit by the meanes of men, they 

will aduenture it with hellich familiars, that cau deceiue 
the 
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the very wileſt,eſpecially in this wicked Countrey, where 
isno knowledge of God 02 his Lawes, Beſide youknow, 
that ſuch impudent loue, cannot be carried about without 
ſuch apt mefſengers,-and from whence pꝛoctedeth many 
inconueniences. Bꝛother, aunſwered Tryneus, feare not 
my conſtancie: fo2 my Ladies lone hath taken ſuch ſure 
foundation, as death cannot make me falſe to her, yet p2w- 
ned his woꝛds coutrarꝑ in the end, and loꝛ which her repen⸗ 
ted afterwad. 

While theſe delights contiued, Mau. cetto, Ambaſla⸗ 
dour to the @olbane of Babylon arriued at the Courte, 
whers the Monarch of Perſia receiued him verꝑ honoura⸗ 
bly : willing him to conceale the newes till the marriages 
were paſt⸗ which un the mozow was perfoꝛmed with mar⸗ 
nellotis ropaltie.

is not the Soldanes Subied,noz doth agres with mee in 
faith and opinion: he will giue no eare to mine intreatios, 
much lelle to ſuch a one, as can make him oneofthe grea- 
teſt Loꝛds in Perſia. 

Wut thinkeyoumyLozdthat Jranconceale, whatyou 
map plainelieviſcerne in mine eyes: Pau are the onely 
man my hart hath choſen, and whom the Boldane loueth 
moꝛe then his Bꝛother. Alas Madame, quoth the —— p

As they would haue pꝛoteꝛded furtherintalke, Colme- 
ho, Palmerins Squire, whom Maucetto had bought, 
tanding te ſee tho traineofPerfianLozds and Ladies paſſe 
by eſpiedhis Matter and tho'Paince Tryneus, Where foꝛe 
pꝛeſling thꝛough the Guard of Archers, he came to the 
Painte, and taking him by the mantle, ſaid : Poſt happie 
be this houre my nobleLo2d, fo find you and my Paiſter 
Palmerin, What foztune hath bꝛought thee hither Col- 
meſio, ſatd Tryneus;haftthou pet ſpoken to thy Baiſter? 
No my Lozd, anſwered. Colmelio, hee conducteth the 
Pꝛinteſſe with the Calife of $i conia,wherfoze 4 durkt not 

2efumeto trouble him. 

Deleeue mee, ſaid the Pꝛinte, but-thou- ſhalt qpeake 
with him, and while the Arch-Flamin was perfoꝛming the 
Ceremonies in the Temple, I ryncus pꝛeſented him to his 
Malter Pal merin,who was thereat ſo iopfullz as if hes had 
gotten thebeſt Cittie in Perſia. Hee demaunded by what 
meanes he efcaped the Pirats hands; the true diſtdurſe 
whereofColmeliorehearſed ꝛand how Maucetto the Am⸗ 
baſladour bought him, as Ptolome andhe were bꝛought to 
the Soldane ok Babilon his Court to be ſold, and there doth 
Ptolome finde great fauour as Þ haue heard, of the faire 
Painceſſe Alchidiana the Soldans Daughter, onely foꝛ 
your ſake. Thou telleſt me wonders ſaid Aalimerin,depart

Why my Lo2d, 
are you moꝛe afraid of a naked Ladie, then ofthemolt pu- 
illant Knight in Perſia, armed cap a pe?

In ſoth my Loꝛd, 
quoth the Pages Siſter, you may thinke pour ſelfehappie 
to be deſtred of ſuch a Lady, whom mightie Kings and 

Painces haue earneſtiy ſought, and would gladly haue had 

the leaſt fauour ſhee beſto wes on ou. So taking him by 

the hand, ſhee cauſed him to ſit down in a Chapꝛe by the 

beds ſide, and giuing her Miſtretle her arpe, che departen 

leauing them together.

When they were come within ſight of Palmerinspow- 
er, they raunged themſglnes in battell arrair, committing 
Trineus and Aurecinda, the fiſtie u nights, who ſhouldton 
uey them to the Furnace where there death wos appoin⸗ 
ted, wijſch was a good quarter of a league from the C itcie. 
Tryneus now ſeeing death beloꝛe his eyes , and no ſuccour 
neere to reſcewe him: p2epared hunſelfe to the lateſt ex- 
tremitie, and with manie ſoꝛrowfull far welles to Agriola 
and Palmerin, was fully perſwaded to endure the toꝛinent. 
Palmerin knowing which way his Friend ſhould be led to 
death, with a ſufficient traine lay ſecretly ambuſhed, and 
eſpying opoꝛtunitie, gaue the ſimmmons to his men where⸗ 
vpon they all iſſued foozth very couragiouſlie. But as they 
— aut from their ſecrete. ambuſhment, the ayꝛe was 
ſuddainly obſcured , and ſuch thunder, hayle and rayne fell, 
as neuer was the like hearde oz ſeene befoze:the Soldanes 
ſquadꝛone ſeemed to be all in a ſlaming ſixe. The pooꝛe Per- 
fans thinking the end of the woꝛld was come vpon them, 


fled towards the Cittis: but notwithſtanding all their 
hafte, the greateſt part of them remaiued dead in the field.

Come Sir 7ryneus., in deſpight of the Cyꝛant thou 
ſhalt not die. At theſe woꝛdes arriued Palmerin, who em- 
bꝛating Zryneus, ſatd, Ah my deere Friend and Brother, 
what villainous minds beare they that would doe you this 
outrage:allight, and put on your Armour which my 2 
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path bzought hither , that wre may withhonour reneng® 
this thame. 2s they thought to gos ſet on the enemie, the 
Armed Knight', was Mazabelino, thus fpaks. Mn 
Lo2d, let vs na tarris try ing time heere „ hut ſunnnon 
your peopletogether, and ſette foꝛmarde to Griſca, where 
you ſhalt ũnde better ſuctour then in this place. The deſo⸗ 
late Tryneus, what with his fozmerfeare, and pꝛeſent io 
to beholde his Freind., was nat able to ſpeake one wozde, 
but Palmerin. hauing well noted the Armed knight, at 
length knew: him to be Muzabelino, wherefoze embza- 
cing him, ſaid; 

Ah myLo2d, fozeuver be the Ring of Kings pꝛayſed, 
in grauntiug meta haue knowledge af you, let me be woꝛ⸗ 
thilis candamned of ingratitude, if I due not acknowledge 
this great fauour to iny Freind: which A account as deere 
an done tom ſelfe. Aſter manie courteous ſalutations 
paſfed on all ſides, they ſette fozwardfo Griſca with their 


mon and pꝛouiſton: where we will leaue them, to ſhewe 


what afterward belell to the Soldane and his people. After

And you, 
foꝛ a little familiar loue to a voung Pzinceſe,who conque⸗ 
red vou only by impoꝛtunate ſute, remaine thus confouns 
ded. Doe vou imagine pour ſelfeto excell in ſtrength, pꝛow⸗ 
1 eſſe and knowledge, Hercules, Achilles, and the Emperour 
Antonie? 

Alas dere Bꝛother, anſwered Tryneus, well map pou 
boaſt of pour eſpeciall graces, being able to tryumph- ouer 
concupiſcence: but ſo vꝛkeſome is my offence in mine own 
conceit, as I thinke my ſelle vnwoꝛthie to be ſeene among 
men ol vertue. Nhat ſhall J ſay fo my Agriola, when 
ſhe ſhall vnderſt and inp heinous offence? how ſhal I dare 
to pꝛeſent my ſelfe befoze her? Fo2 that, ſaide Palmerin, 
we ſhall doe well enough: but J would it were ſo welcome 
fo paſſe, that we were with her to abide her cenſure.

Nhen 
mp Father, quoth the Painceſſe, hath conſidered his furie, 
doubtleſſe he will be hartily ſoꝛris therefoze, and make ſa- 
fiſfaction foz any thing mildone: till then J beſeech your

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Highneſſeto conceiue the beſt. And accoꝛding as the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe had ſpoken, it came topaſſe, foz within thꝛe daies af- 
ter, he Soldane ſent Ambaſſadours to the ning Abimar, 
to excuſe the impꝛiſonment of Tryneus, and the ſentence of 
death hee gaue againſt him: ſending to him and Palmerin 
all their treaſure, and ſumptuous pꝛeſents in ſigne ol ſatiſ⸗ 
faction, and to his Daughter Belſina and the Pzince To- 
mano, he ſent fire Camels laden with gold, as the dowꝛie 
of their marriage. 
Noob are Palmer in and Tryneus weary of their ſo long 
ſtay from their Friends, wherefoze they deſired leaue of 
the king to depart, who ſeeing he could not well intreate 
their longer aboade, right thankfully yeelded to their re⸗ 
queſf, giuing them all thinges needfullfo2 their iournep, 
.as Hozſes, Armour, men, money, and diuers other 
gifts of ineſtimable value. Foz which kindnes they hum⸗ 
bly thanked his Maieſtie, refuſing to trouble themſelues 
with ſuch riches in their trauaile, noꝛ would they take that 
the Soldane ſent them, oꝛ what they b2ought from the ten 
Rocks ; except the Bird and the two Crolwnes, giuing all 
the reſt to Muzabelino, deſiring him to continue them in 
remembꝛance.
